Effort to Sidetrack Bill Providing For 


Congressional Reapportionm ent H as 


Caused the Gentleman From Indiana, 


W h o Is Chairm an of-Census C om m it­ 


tee, to Hold Several Sessio n s W ith 


Himself, and a R ow Is Promised. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—Representa­ 
tive Crumpacker of Indiana is a man 
of peace under normal conditions, but 
on occasion he is capable of provoking 
a great deal of trouble. Judge Crum- 
packer has held several executive ses­ 
sions with himself lately, and as a 
result the house leaders are beginning 
to show signs of uneasiness, 
A year 
ago the Indiana man wandered into 
the house one day, presented a resolu­ 
tion, and there ensued a fight over the 
rules that lasted three or four days 
and ended in Uncle Joe Cannon being 
dethroned from his place at the head 
of the committee on rules. 
Judge Crumpacker has his hack up 
again, and unless the hump is1 smooth­ 
ed out by the leaders the prospects are 
that he will stir ij,p a big storm over 
the apportionment bill. 
As chairman 
of the committee on census, Repre­ 
sentative Crumpacker reported a few 
weeks ago an apportionment bill pro­ 
viding for a house of 433 members. 
Without consulting Chairman. Crum­ 
packer, the leaders began to devise 
ways and means to sidetrack the 
Crumpacker bill. It was at this point 
that Chairman Crumpacker began to 
hold executive sessions with himself. 
He intends now to rise in his place 
In the house and call up the apportion­ 
ment bill as a subject of constitution­ 
al privilege having precedence over all 
ordinary legislation. The speaker can­ 
not refuse Chairman Crumpacker rec­ 
ognition, and, once recognized, Mr. 
Crumpacker will demand immediate 
consideration of his bill. 
The fight 
will then be on. 
The leaders, and in 
fact a number of house Republicans, 
are anxious to defer action on the ap­ 
portionment bill. 
New York Republi­ 
cans ar$ opposed to its passage at this 
time, owing to the 
fact that both 
branches of the state legislature are at 
present controlled by the Democrats. 
If it goes Republican next year the 
members of the party will have a say 
in the redistricting of the state. 
Ac­ 
tion this year would put this duty on 
the Democrats.

Washington, Jan. 25.—Forty thou­ 
sand rural letter carriers through the 
country' will receive increased salaries 
beginning July I next, under the terms 
of an amendment incorporated in the 
postoffice appropriation bill, which has 
just passed the house. 
Carriers on 
standard routes of twenty-five miles 
and over will each receive increases of 
$100, thus giving them $1,000 instead 
of $900 a year as at present. Carriers 
on routes of less than twenty-five miles 
In length are allowed proportionate 
increases, according to the number of 
miles traveled. 
The postoffice bill providing for the 
maintenance of the postal service in 
the fiscal year beginning July I next 
authorizes expenditures approximating 
$255,000,000. 
This is about $4,000,000 
in excess of the amount made availa­ 
ble for the current year.

of Option, the Amended Law Will 
Make the Township and Incorporat­ 
ed City the Unit— Not a Strict Party 


Vote— State Board of Accounts Sub­ 
mits Report. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 23.—Including the 
Proctor bill amending the present lo­ 
cal option law, there were ten bills 
passed in the senate yesterday. 
This 
is the Democratic platform bill, and 
Its provisions substitute the incorpor­ 
ated city, the township and territory 
in the township outside the incorpor­ 
ated city, as option units instead of the 
county. 
The bill passed by a vote of 
29 to 21, two Democrats, McCarty of 
Frankfort and Tilden of Greencastle, 
voting against the measure, and Durre 
(Rep.) of Evansville, for it. 
O ther­ 
wise the vote was in strict party align­ 
ment. 


Oher Bills Passed. 
Among the other bills passed was 
one giving the Indianapolis board of 
public health power to establish pub­ 
lic playgrounds and maintain them by 
m eans of a fund raised by a special 
tax levy of one-half cent for each $100 
of taxable property passed. 
Senator 
K istler’s bill repealing the law wrhich 
sends an insane defendant in a felony 
case to the prison for insane criminals 
was passed. A resolution was adopted 
for printing 1,500 copies of Governor 
M arshall’s message. 
In the house four bills were passed 
and the state board of accounts report 
was presented. 
There was handclapping from every 
part of the house when the clerk an ­ 
nounced that in compliance with two 
house resolutions the state board of 
accounts had submitted a complete re­ 
port of its acts from Jan. I, 1909, to 
Dec. 31, 1910. 
The report was so vol­ 
uminous 
the 
reading 
clerk 
could 
scarcely handle it while reading the 
title. 
It comprised about 150 closely 
typew ritten pages, most of which con­ 
tained tabulated statistics, and when 
Connelly (Rep.) made a motion that 
the report be printed and laid on the 
desks of the m em bers he was roared 
down. 
If the report had been sent to the 
printer it would have m eant an outlay 
of $800 or $900. 
On motion of Wise 
(Dem.), the report was referred to a 
committee of three, to be named by 
the speaker. 
Wise suggested 
that 
Wells, who was one of the m ost insist­ 
ent in those demanding a report from 
the board, be made a m em ber of the 
committee. 
The speaker appointed 
Cravens, Wells and Faris. 
Saving to the State. 
Governor 
Marshall’s 
declaration 
made at the time the public accounting 
law* went into effect, th at the operation 
of the law would result in a saving of 
at least $100,000 a year to the town­ 
ships of the state has been proved to 
be well grounded by a report filed 
with the governor by William A. De- 
hority chief of the board of accounts. 
Mr. Dehority’s showing is that the to­ 
tal net saving to the 1.017 townships 
of the state for 1909, when the law 
went Into effect, over the preceding 
year w’as $525,764.37. 
The public accounting law went into 
effect in June, 1909, in time to exert 
its influence on the purchase of sup­ 
plies for the following school year, the 
purchases being made in August and 
September. 'A t that time the board 
introduced uniform methods of bid­ 
ding, and required copies of bids and 
contract prices to be submitted to the 
board. The gross savings for the year 
1909 amounted to $829,380.97, while 
the gross increases on certain funds 
was $303,616.60. 
“I am convinced.” said the governor, 
“that 
the 
immense 
saving 
shown, 
which is, of course, very gratifying to 
me and to members of the board, has 
been due to the supervision the hoard 
has exercised over the purchase of 
township supplies. 
It w'ill be noted 
th at the decreases have been reported 
in funds from W'hich supplies of vari­ 
ous kinds are paid for. 
“The increase in the tuition and 
other funds is gratifying, because it 
means more days of school and better 
paid teachers, better library facilities, 
paym ent for more animals killed by 
dogs, and more bonded indebtedness 
paid off. 
“Since the savings have been report­ 
ed from the township, road, special 
school and poor funds, it means that 
the townships have been able to get 
along with more than $500,000 a year 
less than they had formerly been pay­ 
ing for supplies and the like.” 
Governor Marshall has caused a bill 
to be introduced in the legislature to 
head off Illinois and Kentucky gam­ 
blers who have been operating pool­ 
rooms at Dearborn Park, near Chicago, 
and Jeffersonville, across the river 
from Louisville. 
The bill makes the 
operation of a poolroom a felony with 
punishment of from one to eight years 
in prison. The law will also apply to 
“any person who shall record or reg­ 
ister bets or wagers or sell pools on 
the result of any trial or contest of 
skill, speed or power of endurance of 
man or beast.”

After a Night and a Day of the Most 
Intense Suffering It Was Apparent 
That the Writer Could Not Survive 


and the End Came Near Midnight— 
Some Hint of His Slayer’s Motive 
For the Crime. 


New 
York, Jane 
25.—L ast night, 
at Bellevue hospital, David Graham 
Phillips, the writer, who W'as shot six 
times on Monday afternoon by Fitz­ 
hugh Coyle Goldsborough, a violinist, 
who then committed suicide, as Mr. 
Phillips was about to enter the Prince­ 
ton club in Gramercy Park, died. 
Mr. 
Phillips had been vomiting blood during 
the day, which symptom told the phy­ 
sicians that the perforation in the lung 
caused by a bullet which had entered 
the right chest and had passed out of 
the body near the left shoulder blade, 
was not healing. 
As l l o’clock approached the pa­ 
tient’s 
condition 
became 
especially 
alarming. 
The excessive pain in the 
abdominal region during the day, the 
constant leakage of blood into the 
throat from his lung, and intestinal 
sufferings following the adm inistering 
of ether on Monday, had worn the 
novelist out. During a severe spell of 
coughing at 11:07 o’clock, he died. 
At his bedside "were Mrs. Trevert, 
the novelist’s 
sister, and Harrison 
Phillips, his brother. The last friends 
of Mr. Phillips to visit the hospital 
last niglit were George Horace Lori­ 
mor and Samuel G. Blythe of the Sat­ 
urday Evening Post. 
Throughout the 
day many magazine writers, novelists 
and artists had left cards a t the hos­ 
pital, but none of the callers except 
Senator Beveridge were permitted to 
visit the patient’s room. 
Many of the 
visitors and others had sent floral gifts 
and after the death of Mr. Phillips 
these were arranged about his bier. 
The funeral may be delayed to permit 
the dead novelist’s aged m other to 
m ake the long trip from Los Angeles. 


Goldsborough’s Motive. 


More evidence showing that Golds­ 
borough held emnity toward Phillips 
has been learned, but at best no one I 
seemed able to piece enough of this 
evidence together to show w'hy Golds­ 
borough should have gone to the ex­ 
trem e of shooting .Phillips, or for that 
m atter why Goldsborough, unless his 
brain were abnormal, should hold any 
enm ity at all. 
Stories that the violinist shot the 
novelist because Mr. Phillips in his 
“Joshua Craig” had portrayed charac­ 
ters which Goldsborough thought were 
taken from Goldsborough’s own family 
in W ashington, were repeated to H ar­ 
rison Phillips, his brother. 
He said 
th at neither he nor his brother or 
sister knew the Goldsborough family. 
It was learned also that almost a 
year ago Goldsborough went to the 
city hall to complain to Mayor Gaynor 
about persons annoying him. 
During 
this visit the violinist mentioned to 
the mayor's secretary the nam e of 
David Graham Phillips. 
From a diary in which Goldsborough 
had been m aking entries daily since 
the beginning of 
the year, it was 
learned th at the violinist had begun 
the year by m aking entries of a ram ­ 
bling nature about Phillips. 
Beneath 
Mr. Phillips’s name Goldsborough had 
written the sentences: 
“ He is my 
enemy.” 
“He is an enemy to society.” 
Also from the sentences it appears 
th at Goldsborough had read Mr. Phil­ 
lips’s waitings and that some of them 
had displeased him. 
It w'as gathered 
that 
he was particularly displeased J 
with intimations in some place in Phil I 
lips’s books that women of wealth andjj 
social position smoke cigarette's and J 
drink too much.

The long-delayed report of W. A. 
Dehority, State 
examiner for 
the 
State Board of Accounts, which was 
received by the House of Represent­ 
atives yesterday morning in response 
to a resolution demanding the report, 
adopted two weeks ago, showed that 
the total cost of the department to 
the State up to Jan. I, 1911, was 
$203,281.54, and the total amount of 
money recovered 
was 
$51,193.11, 
says an Indianapolis dispatch. 
The 
authenticity of the report was ques­ 
tioned, although certified by Mr. De­ 
hority, and certified statement of the 
cost of examinations and the money 
recovered may be asked of each cor­ 
poration investigated. 
Representative Cravens, floor lead­ 
er of 
the 
House; 
Representative 
Wells of Scott county and Represen­ 
tative Fans, minority 
floor leader, 
were appointed by the speaker as a 
committee to report and present their 
conclusions to the House. 
The com­ 
mittee had not appointed a time to 
go over the report last night, but a 
stenographer has been engaged to 
tabulate the cost of the examinations 
by counties, which Mr. Dehority’s re­ 
port did not show. 
The total cost of the field exam­ 
inations since the 
State 
Board of 
Accounts was created amounted to 
$161,258.44, of which $11,713.95 is 
unpaid. 
The total cost of maintain­ 
ing the central office in the State 
House, amounted to $42,023.10 from 
June, 1909, to December. 1910. 
Of 
this amount $27,604.87 was paid out 
for salaries and $7,660.87 for print- 
i n 
\ a nous representatives discussed 
the report and the bill introduced by 
Representative Wells to curtail the 
expenditure of the department dur­ 
ing the remainder of the day. 
The 
criticisms of the department related 
to many inspects of the work. 
One 
member said a docket for fines and 
forfeitures, prepared by the depart­ 
ment for the use of the county clerks 
had been received at Shelbyville and 
that it had been - computed that the 
book would last approximately 1,936 
years, if the business of the last four 
years is taken as a criterion. 
A lively debate is predicted when 
the report of the committee appoint­ 
ed yesterday presents its conclusions 
on the floor of the House. 
The crit­ 
icism which has been directed against 
the State Board of Accounts appears 
to be well divided between the ma­ 
jority and minority parties in the 
Lower House.
